Blacks Are 
Moving 
To Suburbs 


Follow Example 
Of Other Groups 


NEW YORK (AP)-A Harvard 


researcher says black Ameri- 
cans, since Ihe mid-1960s " ap- 
pear to be migrating toward the 
suburbs "the way other Imifli- 
grants did , " in a key move 
away from racial isolation. 


"We can anticipate a gradual

urbs," said David L. Birch of 
the Harvard Business School. 


His study, prepared for the 


Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment, will be released later 
this 
month,

Times reported Sunday. 


Birch 
said 
an 
average of 


85,000 blacks have moved to the 
suburbs each year since 1965, 
compared with 52,000 annually 
earlier in the decade. At the 
same time, the growth of the 
black population central cities 
has decreased from 40,000 an- 
nually lo about 262,000 a year, 
be said. 


Birch said the figures indicate 


"Ulacks arc beginning to follow 
other ethnic groups before them 
—first into the less 
desirable 


neighborhoods 
and 
eventually 


into the belter ones. . ." 


On a sustained basis, he said, 


"the trend of black concentra- 
tion could well slow down and 
ultimately reverse itself." 


Birch cautioned that the trend 


likely will present inner suburbs 
"with the same social problems 
now associated with central cit- 
ies," requiring a shift of govern- 
mental priorities. 


"Already, inner-suburb densi- 


ties arc approaching those of 
central cities, and increasingly 
the density growth is attributa- 
ble to the poor and the blacks," 
he said.

I Veterans

Back - Up 
Units Face

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Pentagon is considering special 
cash bonuses to lure young mill-, 
tary veterans into the National! 
Guard and the reserves. 
' 


Officials declined to say how 


big such bonuses might be, but! 
one authority said "they'd be 
enough for a young 
fella to 


make a clown payment on a 
car." 


Some key authorities believe 


bonuses, along with other bene- 
fit inducements, may be neces- 
sary to keep the guard and re- { 
serve at full strength as draft [ 
calls decline.

Officials also view this ap- 


proach—never before tried with 
the reserves—as a way to build 
up the combat readiness of the 
backup 
forces 
by 
attracting 


men with service experience. 


If 
approved, 
the 
bonuses

sonnel" for both enlistment and 
re-enlistment in the guard or re- : 
serve.

R. Laird has stressed his belief' 
tha. the nation's nearly one mil- i 
lion man guard-reserve struc- 
ture will become increasingly 
important in the coming years 
as the sire of U.S. regular 
forces is cut.

Guard and Army reserve.

Hung up in court by St. Joseph 


Township is the final bit of right 
of way for an 1-94 penetrator 
which, among other things, will 
key in to the sorely needed US-31 
Expressway. 


By way of bringing a coordi- 


nated view to the local trans- 
portation scheme, a Twin Cities 
Metropolitan A r e a Transporta- 
tion Study unit was put together 
last week. 


Its 
hub members 
are 
the 


mayors of St. Joseph and Benton, 
Harbor, the supervisors of Ben- 
ton, Lincoln, Royalton, St. Joseph 
and Sodus townships, and the 
mayors of Shoreham and Stevens- 


.ville. 


These are the elected spokes- 


men for the political units with- 
in the larger socio-economic Twin 
Cities area. 


The county planning commis- 


sion, the county highway de- 
partment, and the county board 
of commissioners, through their 
designated representatives, also 
are a part of the inner circle. 


An additional number of pubiic 


or semi - public agencies help to 
round out the core structure. 


St. Joseph's Mayor Ehrenberg 


has been named as temporary 
chairman. 


The Study Unit is not another 


agency overlaying and overlap- 
ping the plethora of political 
identities already struggling with 
problems beyond their individual 
power to meet. 


It can not spend any money, 


The members will pay their own 
meals if they decide a luncheon is 
the 
best 
way 
to 
reach 
an 


understanding between t h e m- 
selves. 


Nor can it 
tax 
anyone to 


sustain its activity. 


It is, as its name indicates, a 


committee to research road re- 
quirements for a sizeable portion 
of Berrien county, its wealthiest 
and also its most frustrated area. 


In the words of Robert S, 


Boatman, chief 
of 
the ' State 


Highway Department's planning 
section, "I guess we're creating 
super salesmen, I hope." 


Since Boatman's department 


will have to come up with the 
money for most of what the 
Study Unit may recommend, his 
description is to the point. It will 
be the Unit's members.' job to 
sell their ideas to the public. 


The Study Unit is one of 


several which the Highway De- 
partment has prompted through- 
out the state and more are to 
come. 


One purpose is to tone down as 


much as possible the quibbling 
from one political boundary line 
to the next which unnecessarily 
hobbles the Department in ex- 
peditiously laying out highway 
schematics 
designed 
to 
meet 


areawide conditions and future 
developments. 


The farther reaching purpose 


is to get the state level and the 
local levels voluntarily looking 
through the same telescope. 


Highways are one of the most 


expensive services provided by 
government. 


How much this cost has been 


needlessly 
raised 
because 
the 


state and local authorities fought 
over design schedules is impos- 
sible to measure. 


All that is reasonably 
sus- 


pected is that there has been 
over costing at under servicing in 
the past, and the latter prolongs 
its wasted effect into the future. 


Essentially the Study Unit is 


to thresh the wheat from the 
chaff, to get more mileage from 
the highway dollar, and to keep 
Ogilvie vs. Daley cat fights away 
from our fences.

grams. 


A thorough overhaul of 
the 


laws now governing public lands 
and tighter congressional control 
over the vast area were two of 
the principal recommendations of 
the 
panel, 
which 
touched 
on 


almost every law now on the 
books. It even recommended re- 
peal of the Homestead Act. 


Significant 
by 
its 
omission 


among t h e commission's 
rec- 


ommendations was any mention 
of diverting some of the land to 
private ownership. In view of the 
population expansion which has 
occurred in recent years, that is 
one consideration Congress may 
wish to take up on its own.

SEEKS BAN 


ON REACTOR PLANTS

Dear Governor Milliken: 


This letter is to request that 


you and 
your 
administration 


actively seek a ban on nuclear 
reactors on the shores of Lake 
Michigan. 
BACKGROUND: 


The hearings in progress at 


Kalamazoo by the AEC Licens- 
ing Board with regard to the 
provisional operation license for 
the 
Palisades 
Plant 
of Con- 


sumers Power Company have 
produced 
indication that the 


AEC will seek or consent to 
oversee water quality effects of 
n u c l e a r reactors, including 
thermal effects. The passage of 
laws by the Congress of the 
United States in 1969 and 1370, 
namely, 
the 
Federal 
Water 


quality Act, and the National 
Environmental Protection Act, 
require bolh a broader inter- 
pretation of the Atomic Energy 
Act than the AEC has previous- 
ly been willing to assume and 
active steps by the AEC to 
enhance the environment. 


With the AEC ahout to enter 


jurisdiction 
formerly held by 


the Department of Interior and 
the 
several 
states, 
a 
new 


opportunity arises to control our 
environment. Concise leadership 
on the part of the state of 
Michigan, due primarily to our 
central location and important 
dependence on the Great Lakes, 
can he greatly rewarding for 
decades and centuries lo come. 
SPECIFIC TECHNICAL: 


Elimination of thermal effects 


by use of cooling towers, and 
prohibition of discharging radio- 
active liquid wasts to the lake 
as an operational practice, may 
well come from AEC activities. 
These moves are inadequate to 
protect Lake Michigan. 


The maximum accident 
in- 


volving a nuclear reactor on the 
shore of Lake Michigan is to 
picture it chopped into small 
bits and dumped into the lake. 
This accident, however remote 
the possibility, would be un- 
pleasant lo Michigan. The 100- 
year 
holdup 
time 
of 
Lake 


Michigan would mean elimina- 
tion of the resort and farming 
industries 
for 
decades. 
The 


source of drinking water for 
millions of people 
would be 


contaminated. The radioactivity

lion and $40 million for addi- 
tional plant investment on a 
base plant size of $254 million. 
Estimating plant investment in- 
crease at 20 per cent for non- 
evaporative coaling towers, and 
recognizing that the cost of 
producing electricity is a minor

of

charge to the consumer, the 
added cost (o the public would 
he less than 10 per cent on the 
electric bill. 
EVALUATION: 


The evaluation requires the 


tradeoff of less-than-10 per cent 
on the electric bill, known and 
regular, against the cost (colos- 
sal) of an event of unpredict- 
able rarity (gross disintegration 
of a nuclear reactor). Consider- 
ing the unique properties of 
Lake Michigan, true 
wisdom
